A MEDICAL ENTHUSIAST. 


H» Gr»do»t«a •> aPhyttaiui When Sev««i- 


»y-aT« Te»r» of Age. 


A student named Borysit recently 


passed the final examination at Warsaw 
university qualifying him to practice as 
« doctor of medicine in Bussia. Borysik 
was born in 1828 and was educate<\ at 
Snvalk Higher G^ade school with 
view to becoming a medical man. After 
passing his matriculation lack of funds 
prevented him from at once proceeding 
to the university, and ho was compelled 
to wo'k as a tutor for 20 yean in order 
to save enough money to enable him to 
continue his studies. At the end of that 
time he presented himself at Warsaw 
Medical academy and passed the eu 
trance examination with distinction, 
fief ore be could begin his studies the 
Polish rebellion of 1863 broke out, and 
Borysik, who was now 41 years of age, 
threw himself into the movement with 
all the enthusiasm of a youthful revolu- 
tionist. The revolt was suppressed, and 
Borysik was exiled to Siberia, where for 
83 years he underwent hard labor in the 
silver mines. In 1895 he received a free 
pardon and returned to Warsaw. In 
spite of his age and the hardships he 
bad, endured Bprysik had lost none of 
his enthusiasm for medical work and 
took up his studies where he had left 
them off in 1863. After a two years' 
course this remarkable man has now, at 
the age of 75 years, pu&eu tbe final 
medical examination with honors and 
will begin practice in Warsaw.

Few pel-sous know of the seeming 
marvels which have been accomplishes 
with the giant electro magnet, which i 
located in the operating rooms of the 
iuilUnrian referred to. 


Th* particular use 10 which the elec 


no magnet, at the infirmary is put is ti 
locate or extract particles of iron o 
steel lodged in the eye. The simplicity 
and utility of the plan are obvious, 
yet this magnet represents tbe fir* 
practical experiment in the use of elec 
nicity to aid the surgeon jn removini 
the bits of iron and steel which have 
previous to the adoption of tho mague 
system, generally caused blindness. 


The soft iron core of the magnet i 


about two feet long and three inches in 
diameter. It is pointed at each end 
The winding is disposed on spools 
and is supplied with current from th< 
house mains. The whole magnet rests 
on a stand and is arranged to turn casi 
ly at the touch of a hand. The most 
wonderful feature of the whole thing is 
the fact that this great power here dis 
played can be manipulated in so deli 
cate a manner aa to perform the nicesi 
of operations. 


Suppose a worker in iron or steel is 


struck in tbe eye by a fine splinter o'. 
metal from a machine. The case re 
quires the attention of the most skillfn 
specialist. So the sufferer is taken at 
once to the hospital. The first thing to 
do is to locate the piece of metal. The 
instrument used is a small needle high 
ly magnetized with electricity. If the 
splinter is on the surface of the eye, i 
will cling to this needle und may be 
easily removed. 


But it may have been hurled with 


such force as to have tccome iinbeddec 
in the eye itself. The white portion o: 
the eye which surrounds tbe iris, or col 
ored ring, is composed of tough muscles, 
which can be penetrated with only the 
greatest difficulty. If the iron or steei 
particle become imbedded in this mus 
cular tissue, it will pot yield to tbe 
magnetic neetjje. 


£%w cofflea the use of the large mag- 


net. This instrument has & drawing 
force of 16 pounds. As the eye of the 
patient is pressed toward its point the 
subtle magnetic power begins to draw 
upon the splinter. TJie metal, strag- 
gling for release, bulges the eye from 
the socket. If not too deeply imbedded, 
the splinter will yield to the force, and, 
leaving the eye, become attached to the 
point of the magnet. 


Bnt as only too often occurs the met- 


al may strike with such force as to per- 
forate the coating and drop down into 
the cavity of the eyeball. Especially is 
this the case when it passes through the 
iris or the pupil. One instance was 
mentioned to HO by the attendants at 
the hospital of a splinter which passed 
entirely through the eye and lodged in 
the coating on the other side of the ball. 
Applied to tbe eye, the big magnet will 
reveal with accuracy to the skilled sight 
of the physician the position of the 
troublesome particia. Knowing this, ho 
can remove it by an operation. Only in 
the most desperate cases need loss of 
sight follow. 


It is now little more than a year 


since the first experiment with the mag- 
net was made at the infirmary. During 
that entire time not a single failure has 
been recorded. The magnet is as relia 
ble as truth itself, and there are at least 
a dozen persons with unimpaired sight, 
the infirmary physicians say, who can 
thank tbe magnet and that only for the 
fact that they can see. — New York Her- 
ald. 


A SOUVENIR OF THE WAR.

The wound healed tip and 
fragments of bone, were gradnally re- 
moved, but the veteran had beeu trou- 
bled at tiiaes of late by some object 
which seemed to be lodged in his tongue.

tongoo, aud Dr. Love was consulted. 
Tho doctor made an incision and re- 
moved the upper half of n tocth which 
an enemy's ballet had shattered. Tho 
piece of tooth had worked its way 
around from the left side to tbe right 
side of the tongue, and never came neur 
enough to the snrface to cause any ill 
effects until recently.—Exchange.

This enormous 
increase in the importations of raw 
materials consisted almost exclusive- 
ly of such as are threatened with 
duties by the tariff bill. For exam- 
ple, the imports of raw wool during 
the month of April last amounted to 
68,547,736 pounds, of the value of 
•16,100,372, against 12,060,954 pounds, 
<}f the value ot $1,694,226, in April, 
1896. This movement has Its chief 
impulse in the desire of manufactur- 
ers to secure their wool before the 
Republicans io congress strike it 
with a prohibitory duty. 


In April last the imports of hides 


were nearly double the value of the 
Imports of hides in April, 1896; and 
so on throughout tbe Hit of raw 
materials.

A variety of concur 
rent causes, which need not here be 
enumerated, has reduced the stage tc 
its present pitiable condition. We have 
many theaters nightly crowded by an 
eager but uncritical public and no one 
theater in which a critical public can 
hope to enjoy a tolerable performance. 
Yet there is a smaller public choice in 
its tastes and large enough to support a 
theater, which would eagerly welcome 
a fine actor or a well written drama."

Prof<-!-.sor H. D. Butlw, who brought 


Ihi- two white whale* now iu thfc Xew 
York aquarium from Riviere Ouelle, 
iscar thn mouth «t the St. Lawrence 
livfr, by railroad, in a receut interview 
;pcke as follows about his achievement -. 


"Iu telling you how I keep a whale 


alive oil laud, it will be necessary for 
ine to give away one of my professional 


but I guess there is no reason 


why I shouldn't give it away. First 
catch your whale. Then pnt him in a 
box, open at the top and lined with wet 
seaweed. That will give him enough 
moisture to keep him fairly comfortable. 
Now comes the trick of the trade — that 
is, to keep his blowhole moistened with 
a wfet sponge. Of course you know that 
a whale is not a fish. He breathes air, 
like any other animal, and ha has only 
one breathing passage, the blowhole. 
He can't breathe through his month as 
a man can, and if he caught a bad cold 
in his blowhole he would suffocate for jfew York Snn. 
lack of air. Now, if the blowhole dries 
up it cannot relax and contract, but 
stiffens up, and the whale promptly 
dies. Therefore it is necessary to keep it 
constantly moist. This requires little 
water. In fact, I think I didn't use 
more than two pailfnls on ray two 
whales in the 900 miles trip down. 
That im-luded a sponge bath apiece 
twice a day. 
"I remember very well my first 


whale. That wss about 30 years ago, 
when I was iu the show business. I 
was employed in Barnum's museum 
here, and I also bad au aquarium in 
Boston, where I spent one week out of 
the four. While I was there two men 
named Tetu came from the month of 
he St. Lawrence wJ*w«trc-vifesie8-&e- 
en solid, which they exhibited in a 
milding on Chatham street. A neat mated 
business they did, too, with those ments. 
whales. Eventually the whales were 
lissected, and I was present at the dis- 
ection. Although I was no scientist — 
only a practical showman — I decided, 
on examining the internal economy of 
:he subjects, that it was practicable to 
>ring a live whale to Boston- Of the 
innucial advantages of such a scheme I 
>ad no doubt. 


If those fellows can make a good 


thing out of dead whales,' I said, 'I 
can make a fortune ont of a live one.' 


So I went to see Professor Agassiz, 


who was at that time at the height of 
jis fame. 


Professor, ' said I, 'how- long will a 


whale live ont of water?' 


'Six hours, if it is a good, healthy 


specimen,' said be. 


I'm going to bring one down here 


by train from the gulf of St. Lawrence, ' 
I said. 'I believe I can keep him alive 
during the journey. ' 


"'Yonug man, ' said be, 'don't you 


be a fool. If you've got money to waste, 
vou can have a better time with it than 
that. 'But I felt certain, and so I made ar- 
raugemeuts with the Tetus to catch me 
a whale iu the spriug. They caught nie 
a white whale, like the ones now iu the 
aquarnim here. Mud I yot it as far as 
Portland without any one finding out 
about it. Then the newspapers got ou, 
and the Boston papers published dis- 
patches telliiig of our progress along the 
route. You'd have thought that whale 
was a member of royalty from the at- 
tention he attracted. That was the first 
whale ever brouglft alive into America, 
and everybody wanted to sea it. I had a 
special exhibition, at, which Asassiz, 
Longfellow, Wendell Phillips, Wb.itt.ier, 
William Lioyd Garrison, and other well! 
known people were present. In con- 
gratulating me Professor Agassiz said : 
" 'I didn't, think it could be done. 


There is nothing libo believiug iu a 
thing and then going on and doing it ' 


"No sooner had Mr. Barnum heard of 


my whale than ho came to me and said: 


"'Hell, Butler (that was the only 


profanity ho ever used), why can't vrc 
have a whale in the museum?' 


"At that time there seemed to be no 


space for a tank, but later I put one in. 
Meanwhile tho Boston whale flourished. 
and I had a harness made for it, which 
I hitched to a water chariot. The whalo 
would draw the chariot around the 
tank, and any child that wished conld 
ride behind thn monster. Meantime I 
was busy having a basin dug in the cel- 
lar of Buruum's nmscum, at Ann street 
and Broadway, New York. Another 
whale was caught, and I brought, it in

"Those are the only whales I know 


of which have been in captivity in this 
country, except one at Coney Island 
some years ago. The whales now in the 
aquarium here are fine specimens. In 
their quarters, with plenty of fresh wa- 
ter. tbey should live a long time. As a 
rule, however, wbales are delicate and 
difficult to keep alive in captivity. " —
